INQUEST WILL 
SOLVE MYSTERY. 
IF USTIN CASE 
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Officials. Declare Woman's 
Statement Clears Up Death 
of Surgeon. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the Post - 
Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 7.—Chief of Po- 
lice Donahue declared today that the 
Coroneér’s inquest into the death of Dr. 
Frederick T. Rustin tomorrow will sure- 
ly determine how the surgeon died. 
County Attorney English also asserted 
that he believed the mystery is solved. 
The officials base their assertions on @ 
staternent made yesterday by Mrs. Ab- 
bey B. Rice, also known as Leona Bun- 
nell. This was taken down by a stenog- 
rapher and wil! be used at the Coroner’s 
inquest. 

Though. the officials refuse to tell 
the nature of the statement, it is 
learned from a trustworthy source that 
the woman whose life was tangled up 
with Dr. Rustin’s is merely an expres- 
sion of the belief that he committed 
suicide. As she was two miles from 
the scene of the tragedy when it oc- 
curred, her belief does not seem con? 
clusive. 

Chief of Police Donahue and County 
Prosecutor English were called from @ 
ball game to the City Jail to see Mrs. 
Rice. They were joined by Chief of 
Detectives Savage and Police Captain 
Dunn. They were with the woman two 
hours and when they left all were smil- 
ing and all expressed themselves as 
highly pleased with the statement made 
by Mrs. Rice. ; 

Says Check Was Keepsake. 

Nevertheless, it is understood that the 
confession did not clear up several sig- 
nificant items of evidence which seem 
to point to murder. 

Mrs. Rice stated that the $500 emer- 
gency check made out to her several 
days before her protector’s death was 
given her as a keepsake. She was not 
asked to explain why she telephoned 
Luther L. Kountze, in an effort to get 
it cashed. ° 

“Mrs. Rice knew that the check was 
worthless, but she accepted it as a lit- 
tle keepsake from the doctor,” said 
Chief Savage, in evident satisfaction 
with the explanation. ‘‘No, she wasn't 
thinking of leaving him.”’ 

It is known that the size of this 
check was perhaps a hundred times the 
amount the physician was accustomed 
to bestow upon the woman who had 
wrecked his career; that she sought tq 
Cash it, and thatishe submitted witn 
reluctance to its destruction by Capt. 
Dunn.

testify that the entire absence of powder 
in the wound and of powder burns on 
the skin and clothes is conclusive evi- 
dence agaimst euicide. 

Althougn Mrs. Rustin was a'most im- 
mediately on her porch after the report 
of the revolver sounded, she says she 
fuund no revolver. Doctors Lord und 
Langfeld and the servant at the Rustin 
home, who were the only other ones on 
the scene, declare they found no re- 
volver. A search of the premises and 
the yard has so far not disclosed a 
weapon. 

Searching for the Weapon. 

Recognizing this to be the weak link in 
their theory, the polics are searching 
for the weapon. Chicf Donahue iias ex- 
pressed the suspicion that Mrs. Rustin 
or one of the physicians concealed it to 
prevent the scandal of suicide and the 
Vitiation of life inatirance policies al- 
leged to have the suicide clause. , 
The interesting portion of the state- 
ment according to County Attorney 
English, consisted of a detailed account 
of Dr. Rustin’s relations with Mrs. Rice 
and of the financial troubles !n which 
his dissipations had invoived him. 

These were already known, though 

not in the detail in which Mrs. Rice has 
now related them. 
It was known that the physician had 
literally flooded the town with worth- 
less checks, and that for two years 
there had been a standing order at the 
First National Bank that none of the 
physician's checks overdrawing his bal- 
ance were to be cashed without consult- 
ing the president. An official of the 
bank declares that often two:or three 
of Dr. Rustin’s checks were refused a 
day. ; 

Floated Many Bad Checks. 

It was his custom, a friend closer to 
him in financial matters than any other 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, to get $5 
and $10 checks cashed in cigar stores 
and barber shops and saloons, in fact 
in every place where hig former pros- 
perity as a surgeon and the prestige of 
his family name would gain him credit. 
These checks were regularly declined 
the bank. 

“The town was full ef men,” said this 
friend, ‘‘who were hounding Dr. Rustin 
for the payment of worthless checks.”’ 
Thig was the third. financial crisis in 
which the physician had become. in- 
volved. On the former occasions his 
mother, a wealthy woman, had extri- 
cated him. She was in negotiation at 
the time of his death with his bankers 
concerning means to rescue him for the 
third time. Of this fact Dr. Rustin was 
aware. 

That his life insurance policies would 
not be affected by suicide was assertej 
yesterday by Luther Kountze, President 
of the First National Bank, and the 
physician’s financial adviser. 

| “Dr. Rustin two years ago carried 
$125,000 of life insurance,” gaia Mr. 
Kountze, “but the strain became too 
heavy to carry and he allowed a portion 
of it, probably $50,000 to lapse. Of the 
$75,000 remaining, I think I am safe in 
saying that not a dollar would be af- 
fected by suicide. All his standing in- 
surance is incontestable." 

Strong Political Influences. 

That powerful influences are at work 
in protection of the Rice woman is 
admitted by Chief of Detectives Savage.

Rice in Jail, permitting no one but her 
father access to her. Reporters are 
refused permission to question her con- 
cerning the $600 check and the cart- 
ridge found in her room. and also as 
tu the whereabouts of her husband.

The friends of Dr. Rustin’s family, 
who are the leading citizens in Omaha, 
are ey ng on the inquest to bring out 
the facts in the case. The jury is en- 
tirely composed of men in the same so- 
cial set to which the Rustins belonged, 
and some of them were close in busi- 
ness to him. Four of the jurors are 
near neighbors of the family. One of 


them, Victor White, is a real estate } 


man and manager of a coal company in 
which Forest Richardson, who has 
been sleepless in guarding Mrs. Rustin 
from the outside world, is manager. 

Edward Haney, another of the panel, 
was a close friend of Dr. Rustin’s 
father, both having been pioneer rail- 
road men in Nebraska. 

To the same social clique as the Rus- 
tins are the other members of the panel, 
Charles BE. Black, W. L. Selby, Alfred 
I. Creigh and F. B. Barrett. 

Mrs. Mary F. Howe, of Haverhill, 
Mass., mother of Mrs. Rustin, expressed 
indignation today at the apathy of the 
Police in investigating the physician’s 
death prior to the Post-Dispatch’'s reve- 
lation of the cartridge and check as 
clues in the case. 


Thinks It Case of Murder. 


“My daughter and I firmly believe it 
Was a case of murder,” she said, ‘‘and 


unless the police: probe the case to the 
bottom we shall never be satisfied. The 
guilty person should not go unpunished. 
I am deeply grateful to the Post-Dig- 
patch for the discovery of this evidence, 
which entirely removed a prevalent im- 
pression that Mrs. Rustin knew more of 
the tragedy than she was telling.” 

Mrs. Rustin was unable to be seen 
when a reporter called and was confined 
to her bed in a darkened room.

Suitor Drives Many Miles in 
Buggy With Corpse at: 
His Side. 





WABASH, Ind., Sept. 7.—In order to 
prevent the wedding of Mrs. Sylvia 
Hernice, a widow, to his rival,. Sunday, 


shot and killed the woman Saturday 
night and then took his own life. The 
double tragedy occurred on a _ lonely 
road several miles from Wabash and 
probably would not have been discovered 
for severai days had not the driverless 
horse, which Baker had hired from a 
loeal livery, gone back to the stable of 
its own aceord. The bodies were found 
sitting upright in the buggy and at first 
ft was thought the man and woman were 
sleeping. 

It was discovered then that Mrs. Her- 
nice was dead, having been shot four 


times. Baker was still preathing, but 
did not regain consciousness before his 


‘death a few minutes after the buggy re- 


turned to the stable. 

From the statements of persons near 
the roadside traveled by the buggy, it 
is gathered that Baker's first intention 
was to return to Wabash with the dead 
hoedy of the woman sitting beside him. 
Then his courage failed, or remorse 
seized him, and he shot himself in the 
head when a short distance from the 
city. 

Mrs. Hernice is said to have arranged 
to go to Benton Harbor, Mich., on Sun- 
day. She was to have met George War- 
ner, Baker’s rival, at the Michigan re- 
sort and they were to have been mar- 
ried. The woman had bought her ticket 
and her baggage had been checked. 
Baker, learning of the plans, became 
desperate and set about to prevent the 
wedding. 

Warner meanwhile went to Benton 
Harbor alone to await Mrs. Hernice. He 
has not returned to Wabash and prob- 
ably does not know of the tragedy. 

The coroner’s inquest Monday re- 
sulted in a verdict for murder and gui- 
cide. 

Go Firat to a Carnival. 

It was carnival night in Wabash and 
the city was aglow with lights. Mrs. 
E.ernice suspected nothing when Baker 
asked her to drive to the carnival with 
him. They remained there a while, danc- 
ing and joining in the merrymaking and 
then Baker proposed a ride into the 
country. 

They went two miles west of the city 
and then Baker turned the horse into a 
secluded highway. 

It is believed there was a quarrel and 
a struggle, as a bullet wound in the wo- 
man’s left hand indicates chat she 
fought for possession of the revulver. 

The hand was burned with powder. 
Three times Baker shot her in the head 
and then lifted the body into the bug- 
gy. 

Early Sunday, farmers on tre out- 
skirts of the city heard a revolver shot 
and it is belleved that for hours the 
slayer had driven about with the body 
at his side, before nerving himself to 
suicide. 

Man Had Married Twice. 

Both were well known in Wabash. 
Mrs. Hernice was 3% years old and 
Baker was three years her senior. He 
had been married twice, his second wife 
having been divorced from him several 
years ago. She lives here with her 
child.

main in Pittsburg indefinitely. 

, “Tt was not drunk,” was all Cunning- 
ham would say today, when asked for 
statement. 

Direetors “Want to Reopen. 


Directors of the Cosmopolitan Bank 
will hold a meeting tomorrow, when an 
appeal will be made to the Comptroller 
,of the Currency for permission ¥% re- 
open the bank, on the ground that there 
was no cause for its being closed. 

E. A. Kitzmiller, vice-president of the 
bank, one of those to charge Cunning- 
ham with being intoxicated, is prac- 
tically at the head of, the institution, 
John MéClurg, the president, being seri- 
ously ill with tuberculosis. 

Robert Lyons, receiver of the Cos- 
mopolitan Bank, was asked if he had 
read the charge that'Cunningham was 
intoxicated. 

“I'am very sorry that this matter has 
becéme public,” he replied. ‘“Cunning- 
ham is an excellent fellow.” 

Thirty-one prominent bankers seen to- 
day expressed their surprise at the clos- 
ing of the bank.

P James O'Neill's new play, “‘Abbe 

Bonaparte,” which opencd the 

Century Theatre last night, made it 

seem in advance the most notable offer- 


ing for the first night of the theatrical 
season of 1908-09. 


Unhappiiy, “Abbe Banaparte’ proved 
disappointing, both in quality and in the 
method of its presentation. Ite story is 
of too light a dramatic texture to hold 
the interest of an audience throughout 
an entire evening; it is of such a nature 
as to demand the most delicate treat- 
ment if whatever appeal it contains Is 
to be effectively sent across the foot- 
lights, and this one chance for public 
favor was lost by its being played above 
the proper key, both by the star and his 
supporting company. 

Mr. O'Neill himself, in the title role, 
seems unable to throw aside the tradi-, 
tions of the robust school of earlier 
days, in which he was trained, and de- 
pends mistakenly upon declamatory fer- 
vor in a portrayal that should sound a 
keynote of quietness and repression. 
There are severa] moments in the prog- 
ress of the play where the audience 
could have been made to f<cel quite sen- 
sibly the tenderness of the story of the 
old Corsican Abbe, whose affcctions 
were ceritered in the littfe children of 
whom he was the olive father, but 
these moments of opportunity counted 
for nothing under tie strenuousness of 
Mr. O’Neili's acting. The part was over- 
played along old-fashiogged lines that 
cheapened its inherent liKeableness and 
Gestroyed a consistent picture even in 
its very beginning. 

It is doubtful, however, if even the 
most appreciative treatment of the role 
of the good old priest, .uncle of the 
great Narvleon, who preferred his fittlo 
Corsican parish to the hvuonors of a 
bishopric offered him by his imperial 
nephew, could make of it a lasting stage 
picture. The play's motive—the father- 
ly love of the Abbe for the girl left a 
foundling at his door in her babyhood— 
does not possess the necessary dramatic 
strength to warrant its being presented 
more ambitiously than as a one-act 
sketch, and the audience feels, even be- 
fore the second act reaches its close, 
that the three acts employed for the 
telling of the story constitute a waste 
of time that spoils a good playlet for 
the making of a poor play. [n this 
drawing out of the story, too, its ulti- 
. Mate ending becomes known beyond 
doubting and the element of surpended 
interest and of final surprise is utterly 
destroyed. In character development thc 
play is entirely lacking—it is certain, of 
course, that the good priest is going to 
be an unvarying pattern from beginning 
to end of the story, and the other char- 
acters are melograinatic marionettes of 
the most conventional méchanism. 

The supporting company ‘s almost 
pitiably mediocre, and some of the char- 
acters, notably the Dr. Feneton of James 
O'Neill Jr., the Matiea of Inez Bayard, 
and the Gen. Morivatt of Howard 
Crampton, were over-emphasized to the 
point of burlesque.

Their Return to Turkey As- 
serted to Mean Death in 
the Bosphorus. 








BUCHAREST, Sept. 7.—The leading 
daily paper, ‘‘Adevaru,’’ published an 
article by a well-informed personage, 
in which the writer asserts that the 
Sultan's granting of a constitution is 
merely a plan to make political refugees 
return to Turkey only to be captured 
and thrown into the Bosphorus. 

The writer does not sign his name, 
but seems to be well informed. He 
points out the fact that the system of 


espionage maintained in Turkey before 
the constitutional regime has not ma 
abolished. There has been no attem 


to do away with the many thousan r 


of spies who infest the Turkish capital. 

These spies spy on other spies. Al 
are in the employ of the Sultan. Some 
are paid well, and some hold the job 
merely for the ‘bacshish,”’ that is, the 
“‘graft.’’ The Sultan em loys spies, says 
the writer, because he is afraid of as- 
saswination. He knows that he has 
many enemies in the capital, and does 
not know whether he has any friends, 
judging from the fact that he has his 
spies even in the Cabinet. 

Nor is the Sultan contented, asserts 
the writer, with merely syping on his 
subjects on the streets and in public 
laces. Many of the servants in the 
ouses of generals and high officials 
are in the pay of the Sultan’s lee. 
In some cases the supervisors of har- 
ems are spies, and even in the harems 
there are spies. 

Women as Presents, 

The Sultan makes a present now and 
then to some of his high officials of 
women from his own haftem. These 


presents have to be accepted. In most 


cases the women thus presented are 


spies, who observe carefully every 
movement and listen to every. word 
— by their new master and then

About him: were the poisons, 
iksnives and revolvers and suicide clip- 
pings that form the ‘victory cabinet” 
as Girard has labeled his case of death 
instruments, taken from other would- 
be suicides.
